All fruit growers know that potash in 
large amounts is necessary for hearing 
fruit trees. But they are very apt to de¬ 
lay its application until late in the spring 
or sometimes until midsummer, when the 
young fruit Is fast falling from the trees 
from lack of the material to form its 


Every now and then you run across a 
farm owner who says that his land Is pro¬ 
ducing more bushels per acre than it did 
twenty years ago. It may be taken for 
granted without inquiry or investigation 
that such a result has not been brought 
ahout by skinning the land and selling the 
fertility of the soil in the shape of raw 
grain products. 

Experiments which have been made in 
the department of soils in some of the 
state experiment stations show that the 
manure from a single well fed dairy cow 
is worth close to 83<> annually if utilized 
al its full capacity. This is an asset of 
the dairy business tiiat is often overlooked 
yet one that should lie given due credit in 
anv fair reckoning.

1‘lsnt in good soil and make the hole 
for the tree deeper and wider than is nec- 
, essary to accomodate the roots. Fill in 
the bottom of the hole with loose top soil 
and plant the tree only a little deeper than 
It stood in the nursery row. I)o not pack 
the soil too firmly about the roots, but see 
that there are no air spaces left among 
them. It is always better to settle the 
soil with water if that is practicable. 
After the trees are planted, see that the 
soil is kept moist but not wet. 

Nature has provided a delicate auto¬ 
matic plan for the regulation of the set¬ 
ting of fruit buds in certain varieties of 
of fruit trees, like the apple. It consists 
in this—that the buds for the production 
of fruit one season are set, if at all, dur¬ 
ing the preceding season. Thus, if the 
tree has borne a heavy crop of fruit and 
had its vitality considerably taxed, the 
fruit buds set sparingly, thus acting as a 
safeguard against the tree overbearing 
itself. On the other hand, if the tree has 
had a layoff one season it usually sets fall 
of frait buds, the excess vitality seeming 
to make this condition possible. 1 

TEN COMMANDMENTS OK AGRICULTURE. 

I)r. Seaman A. Knaff, who la in charge 
of co-operative demonstration work. 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
has designed the ten commandments of 
agriculture. They are: 

1 Prepare a deep and thoronghly pul¬ 
verized seed bed, well drained; break in 
the fall to the depth of 8, 10 or 12 inches, 
according to the soil, with implements 
that will not bring the subsoil to the sur¬ 
face. The foregoing depths should be 
reached gradually. 

2. Use of the best variety, intelligently 
selected and carefully stored. 

3. In cultivating crops give the rows, 
and the plant in the rows, a space suited 
to the plant, the soil and the climate. 

4. Use intensive tillage during the 
growing period of the crops. 

~i. Secure a high content of humus in 
the soil by the nse of legnmes, barnyard 
manure, farm refuse and commercial fer¬ 
tilizer. 

G. Carry out a systematic crop rotation 
with a winter cover crop on Southern 
farms. 

7. Increase the farm stock to the ex¬ 
tent of ntilizing all the waste products 
and idle lands of the farm. 

8. Accomplish more work in day by 
using more horse power and better imple¬ 
ments. 

9 Produce all the food required for the 
men and animals on the farm. 

10 Keep an account of each farm prod¬ 
uct in order to know from which the gain 
or loss arises.

The Secret of Its Manufacture Seems 
to Have Been Lost. 

The Ink manufacturer lias made 
great strides in his field. He has pro¬ 
duced many colored fluids that seem 
well adapted to ordinary use. But 
how long will this Ink last without 
fading? 

Did you ever pick up a letter writ¬ 
ten ton or fifteen years ago and note 
how much of it is illegible because the 
Ink has faded? Some precious docu¬ 
ments not a century old are preserved 
today In air tight cases, so that the Ink 
will not fade any more. Others have 
been copied in order to retain the ex¬ 
act eliirography of the original authors. 

Fading ink is one of the things lu 
which the ancients did not believe. 
Many of the mediaeval manuscripts 
six and seven hundreds years old have 
their letters formed of Ink that Is as 
black and bright as on the day xvhen 
first w ritten. 

Who lias the secret of tills lost art 
of making durable Ink? It Is another 
one of the lost arts that Is worthy of 
Investigation. The ancients had fewer 
materials to work with and less facil¬ 
ities for laboratory tests, but we must 
acknowledge that there are some 
things lu which they excelled us.— 
World Today.

The Place Stored With Food and Mu¬ 
nitions of War to Stand a Siege cf 

Seven Years—An English View of the 

Cannon Studded Stronghold. 

“An enemy’s fleet could Ik* sent to 
the bottom In ten minutes before get¬ 
ting within five miles of Gibraltar. 
Not even a torpedo boat could succeed 
In entering the bay unobserved on the 
blackest night." That sums up the 
opinions of the inost eminent naval 
experts as to the impregnability of the 
world’s greatest fortress. 

But disappointment awaits the sight¬ 
seeing visitor. The rock, though bar¬ 
ren, is covered with luxuriant vegeta¬ 
tion—not a fort prominent, not a gun 
to be seen even with the most pow¬ 
erful glasses, no discernible ammuni¬ 
tion magazines, no strongholds, only a 
peaceful, prosperous harbor and a 
sleepy, straggling town. 

It is night, and the maneuvers are 
on. Swift playing searchlights trans¬ 
form the bay Into a sheet of shimmer¬ 
ing silver-Upon which are seen ma¬ 
jestic British warships and elongated 
flying shadows, the torpedoes. Guns 
answer guns outsat e.very .conceivable 
crevice and corner, blendiug^jn. one 
deafening uproar, while scores of shells 
plow the wafer for miles around. 

Sentries are everywhere; Infantry 
parties crouch In the shadows; hun¬ 
dreds of gunners stand ready behind 
hundreds of guns in these mysterious 
labyrinths hewn out of tlie solid rock— 
“the galleries.” The vicious barking 
of Maxim guns gives contrast to the 
deep toned flaying of these mammoth 
pieces of ordnance, the mere report of 
which cracks stone roofs and bursts 
doors and whole windows. Could nny 
fleet live through the murderous bail 
of gigantic shells? 

Gibraltar never sleeps. By day and 
night two perfectly equipped signal 
stations, proudly flaunting Britain’s 
flag of ownership, unceasingly sweep 
the seas around to a distance of fif¬ 
teen miles on a clear day. Instantly 
reporting the coming and going of 
each vessel. Sentries guard all the 
prominent forts, magazines and gate¬ 
ways; gunners sleep beside their guns; 
engineers are ever ready beside the 
powerful searchlights. 

Modern "needle” guns, the finest In 
Europe, are Installed on all the most 
prominent points. They are unreaeba- 
able from the sea, even as they are 
undiscernible. owing to the skill with 
which they are painted and draped to 
match the surrounding vegetation, 
while huge screens drop automatic¬ 
ally before them as each shell is fired. 
They have a range of fifteen miles 
and could drop shells on Ceuta, In Af¬ 
rica, opposite, quite comfortably. One 
gun weighs 110 tons and Is capable of 
throwing a shell weighing three-quar¬ 
ters of a ton. In that marvel of engi¬ 
neering under great difficulties, the 
galleries, are concealed guns for every 
day lu the year. 

These galleries are divided Into three 
sections, entry to which is guarded, 
while one Is closed even to high offi¬ 
cers, containing preserved stores, mu¬ 
nitions of war, rainwater (for Gibral¬ 
tar has no springs) and a complete 
condensing plunt—nil calculated to out¬ 
last n siege of seven years. 

The firing is the most mathematical¬ 
ly perfect imaginable. The surround¬ 
ing waters jpre mapped out Into 
squares, upon which certain guns are 
kept ready trained, so that It is almost 
Impossible to miss. During practice 
targets are towed across the bay, the 
object being to hit the water a few 
yards in advance of them. 

Although the sentries have now been 
reduced, a few years ago 158 were 
needed dally, the most Important point 
being tbe north front, where English 
sentries face Spanish sentries. But 
the mere pressure of an electric but¬ 
ton by the officer of the guard would 
cause a miniature earthquake on the 
neutral ground. — Cassell's Saturday 
Journal. 

Haggis as tha Scotch Make It. 

To make haggis take the heart, 
tongue and small liver of the sheep, 
one pound of bacon, four ounces of 
crumbs of bread, tbe rind of one lem¬ 
on, two eggs, two anchovies (sardines 
may ho used), n quarter of a teaspoon¬ 
ful of pepper anil two teaspoonfuls of 
salt. Chop the heart, tongue, liver 
and bacon, mix thoroughly, add the 
breadcrumbs, the anchovies, chopped 
fine; the lemon rind, grated; then the 
pepper and salt Beat the eggs and 
pour them over. Pack this Into a ket¬ 
tle or mold, cover and boil or steam 
continuously for two hours. Turn It 
on a dish and serve very hot.

1. No hawker or peddler -.hall hawk or peddle 
fruit or vegetables not produced by himselt or family 
within the Town of Weymouth unless he is duly 
licensed by the Hoard of Selectmen. >r licensed bv 

I the Secretary of the Commonwealth to hawk or 
peddle in Weymouth, in accordance with Sect. 19. 
Chap. 65 of the Revised I-aws. When so Utenxrd 
he -.hall be assigned a number by the Board of 
Selectmen to be worn or exposed in such manner 
as tlie Hoard shall prescribe. 

2 . A hawker or peddler shall pay for license as 
set forth in Section 1 the sum of ten dollars, unless 
otherwise provided by law. 

3. No hawker or peddler shall tiawk or peddle 
within the town of Weymouth, books, newspapers, 
pamphlets, fuel, provisions, ice, live animals, agri¬ 
cultural implements, until he has recorded his name 
or residence with the I’.oard of Selectmen and has 
been assigned by them a number to be worn or ex- 
;>osed in such manuer as the Beard shall prescribe 

4. There shall lie no fee for recording name and 
residence and assignment of number as set forth in 
Section 3. 

5. No i-erson licensed as set forth in Section 1 
shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the town. 

6. Elvery person licensed as set forth in Sections 
< and 3 shall, if he uses any kind of conveyance, 
have in addition to the number assigned to him, as 
set forth in Sections 1 and 3, his name upon his 
vehicle in letters at least two inches in height. 

7. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
preceding Sections of this By-Ijw -.hall be liable lo 
a fine of not more than twenty dollars for each 
offence.

LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT 

The Pu2>1e of the Tiny Firefly 
and the Mighty Comet. 

EACH HOLDS THE SECRET. 


It Is a Mystery to Gcience, and tho Man 

Who Is Able to Penetrate That Mys¬ 
tery Will Co In a Position to Revo¬ 
lutionize This Planet of Ours. 

This is not :tti Aesop fable, although 
It bus a moral. 

There are two things In whose pres¬ 
ence science stands wondering and 
abashed—the little glowworm (ur the 
yet tinier firefly) and the mighty comet 
areliing the sky with its glimmering 
train. Each of them holds the same 
secret—how to make light without 
heat. The man xvlio gets tlint secret 
will revolutionize the planet. 

The late president of the Royal As¬ 
tronomical Society of Great Britain 
referred to the value of the comet's 
secret in his retiring address. lie 
thought that we do not sufficiently ap¬ 
preciate the wondrous spectacle of a 
comet’s tail. It shows us hundreds of 
billions of cubic miles of space simul¬ 
taneously glowing xvith luminosity 
whose origin is a mystery. 

It is a gigantic experiment in a 
branch, of physics of which we as yet 
know very little. The comet Is im¬ 
mersed iu what xve may well regard 
ns a vacuum; at least it Is a far more 
perfect vacuum than xve can produce. 
Yet the persistent gloxv of tho cornet's 
tail shows that there is no real vacuum 
there, but a vast quantity of extreme¬ 
ly attenuated matter which no iloulit 
Is the came of the luminosity. 

AVe ouglt, Professor Xewall thinks, 
to axx'ake to the importance of this 
I hint. "Wto knows,” lie says, "xvheth- 
I cr. if xve could discover a method of 
disrupting gases and vapors in ultra 
vacuous siaccs artificially maintained 
on earth, we should not have a meth¬ 
od of artilcial illumination as econom¬ 
ical ns tint of tlie gloxvworm and as 
brilliant a; is needed for our nocturnal 
life?” 

This tiling may really be within our 
reach, a'though at the present time 
we cannot even suggest to ourselves 
exactly hov it is to be attained. But 
the tendency of recent investigation is 
in that direction. As Sir John Iler- 
schel said of another discovery which 
was just :t the door, ‘‘AVe can fool it 
trembling along tlie farreaeliing line 
of our analysis.” 

There are not a few men, who are 
I regarded >y their harder headed scien¬ 
tific brethren as “dreamers,” who pic¬ 
ture to themselves a fast coming time 
when xve shall not only obtain light at 
as cheap a rate as the firefly has It, 
hut when xve shall have tapped the ex- 
haustless stores of energy that sleep 
all around us iu nature. 

We are like one in a dream sus¬ 
pended in the midst of a vast work¬ 
shop crowded xvltli multitudinous ma¬ 
chines, all whirling and fluttering in 
a storm of energies, but which he can 
neither control nor understand. If 
xve could see these things they might 
terrify us, as the dreamer is terrified 
by the whirring belts and spinning 
wheels of his vision, seeming to grasp 
at his life. 

If the scientific Investigator needs 
to establish a raison d’etre in tho eyes 
of the public, which cannot follow 
either his pr>' "*sses or his results, he 
has only to point to the fact that the 
greatest practical discoveries of mod¬ 
ern times have come out of the labora¬ 
tories from things as incomprehensible 
to the unftlated as so much magic. It 
is n well known fact that the growing 
might of Germany springs from her 
devotion to “pure research.” 

Referring again to the pregnant hint 
of the comet. Professor Xewall is 
clearly right in saying, “Ilero is a 
theme that should stir up the most 
commercial mind in the support of as¬ 
tronomy.”—Garrett P. Serviss in New 
York American.

We reap what we sow. The fruit of 
careful feeding and housing is young 
stock ready for market while prices are 
good. Fowls intended for early market 
should he kept in close quarters just 
light enough so they can see to eat. For 
a fattening ration we like corn-meal and 
ground oats best. 

Asparagus for market should l>e prop¬ 
erly hunched. To do this well you will 
need one of the inexpensive “bunehers"' 
sold by seedsmen and implement dealers. 
’Tis a useful, handy little implement. 
Do not cut new beds set last year; let the 
plants grow this season. 

It costs money to keep up roads and 
every property holder is paying his part 
It requires some of that money to repair 
a washout or water-soaked roadbed 
caused by an obstructed drain, and with¬ 
draws just that amount from the general 
improvement of the road. Donotiinpede 
your local road oliicial and thereby your 
oun interests by carelessly or willfully 
obstructing the road drains. 

A fact that is worthy of mention in con¬ 
nection with the growing of beets is that 
laud on which they are grown is kept 
free from weeds and put in the best of 
tilth and in ideal shape for beans or clo¬ 
ver. either of which used alternately with 
beets and potatoes or small Jirain consti¬ 
tutes an excellent crop rotation.

Look out for the striped beetles. They I 
often attack and destroy melons and s 
cucumbers as fast as the plants appear 
above the ground. An application of 
wood-ashes, air-slaked lime, or gypsum, , 
tainted with kerosene or turpentine or , 
carbolic acid, will help to drive them , 
away. If you have only a few plants, ( 
you can easily protect cacti hill by erect- j 
ing a mosquito netting guard over it un- , 
til the plants begin to run. 1 

It is time now to guard against that < 
season of short pasture which is so likely : 
to come next August. One of the best 
ways to do this is to sow a good sized 
patch to some large variety of sweet 
corn close to the pasture or near a feetl 
lot where the stock w ill not wallow the 
stalks into the dirt. In case of the dairy 
cow s they arc better stabled during the 
heat of the day and fed the stalks inside. 

There are three cominou methods of 
growing strawberries,—in hills, in nar¬ 
row matted rows, or in wide matted rows. 
We prefer the second method. Arrange 
the first strong runners by hand, spacing 
them properly and securing each one in 
place with a little soil or a small stone. 
Then, when each row is full, cut oil' all 
additional runners that may grow. Keep 
the ground hoed and cultivated until late 
fall. The finished row should not be 
w ider than fifteen or eighteen inches. 

It is a good time now for him who con¬ 
templates building a silo to look up the 
merits and demerits of the several types 
which are in common use over the coun¬ 
try. Perhaps the best course to pursue 
is to visit several nearby farm owners 
who are having success with their silos, 
see just what kind of silos they have, 
how much they cost to build, find out 
what they cost to fill, as w ell as many 
other points which will come up in the 
course of an inquiry. Capacity suited to 
size of herd, initial cost of construction, 
durability and condition of ensilage when 
taken out are points that should be con¬ 
sidered.

There are many vegetables which may 
lie planted with success in June. Bush 
beans sown early in June will bear crops 
in July and August, and a constant supply 
of tender beans may be had all summer 
long if more sowings are made at inter¬ 
vals of ten days or two weeks, and all the 
beans picked while they are still tender. 
The yellow or butter beans seem to do 
better during the hottest weather than 
green kinds, and the yellow ones are not 
so liable to rust as are the green varieties: 
in spite of this drawback, however, the 
latter are worth planting. Good varieties 
of yellow beans are Butter Wax, Kound- 
podded Wax, Refugee and Stringless 
Wax; of green l eans, Stringless Gum 
l*od, Extra-Early Valentine, and Extra- 
Early Refugee.—Suburban Life for June.

Ih.rmerly the days of the week were 
numbered one, two, three, four, live 
and >i\. b'ginning with the Sabbath. 

1 ;von now the custom still prevails 
among certain modern Greeks, the 
Slats and the l inns. Many old fasli- 
i.mi.l and orthodox Quakers, particu¬ 
larly in the north of England, still hold 
| to this custom, which was the common 
one In the days of the apostles and 
down to the fourth century as well as 
l usual sun.>ng the Jews and the Arabs. 
The orthodox Quakers use the numer¬ 
ical system in preference to the ordi¬ 
nary 1 . 1 . the ground that the gods and 
goddesses, from whom the names wore 
taken, were not of ttie highest respecta¬ 
bility iu point of morals. 

The week was originally only a con¬ 
venient quarter of the lunar month; 
hence it began on Monday, or moon 
day. The Italians still call Monday 
the first and Sunday the seventh day 
. f the week. Tuesday is derived from 
the Norse Tiw, who corresponded to 
Mars, the g"d of war, a most disreputa- 
! hie person In the eyes of Quakers, 
j Thursday was Thor’s day, Thor being 
1 a g.>d warrior who was morally no bet- 
j ier than be ought to be. Wednesday, | 
again, was Woden's day, Woden being 
the god of battle rage. The Romans 

< ailed this day Mercury's. Friday was 
I supposed to lie the luckiest day of the 

I week—for women. It was called after i 
j the Norse Frija. the goddess of love, 

I and is the best day for weddings. For 
the pagan Romans it was also the day 
I «.f Venus, though the Christian Romans 
I called it the day of ill luck because 
t 'hrist bad been crucified on that day. 
Saturday was called after Saturn, and 
Sunday was known to the Christians 
as resurrection or sun day. 

The week of seven days was import- 
| < d from Alexandria into Greece and 
1 Into Italy about the time of Christ. 

! The Greeks had previously divided 
t!n r month Into sets of ten days, the 
I Romans Into sots of eight days, three 
| and a half sets l>elng equal to one 
I month.—New York World.
